ols organizations and districts, but no 
decision was made. 

Lack of information as to the cost 
of proposed improvements, the finish- 
ing of the swimming pools, cost of 
maintenance, street improvements, 
cost of more linoleum and other data 
made difficult an expression of deti- 
nite views by voters attending the 
meeting. 

Thomas H. Breeze, president of the 
board in opening the discussion of 
the amount of the proposed bond 1s- 
sue declared that in his opinion the 
amount to be asked for should be fore 
bare necessities and should include no 
luxuries. 

William J. Hayes, attorney of San 
Mateo, took issue at this point and 
demanded that Breeze define what he 
meant by luxuries. 

“T shall change the term then to 
“essentials and non-essentials,”, re- 
plied Breeze. 

“The lowest mark at which the 
cost of necessities can be set is 
$130,501,” Breeze continued. “Now 
there are the questons of street im- 
provements, gardening and landscap- 
ing, completion of the swimming 
pools, and other improvements that 
will cost several thousands of dollars 
more.” 

W. J. Claus, president of the Beres- 
ford Development Association, pre- 
sented what he said were the wishes 
cf the people of Beresford. 

“Tf we are going to give swimming 
pools to the students then let us give 
the young girls lip sticks and’ powd- 
er puffs,” the Beresford man declared. 

“We have too much expense down 
there right now to pay for anything 
that is not necessary and if this bond 
issue is for more than necessities it 
will not be passed in Beresford,” said 
Claus. s ina'st 

L. Q. Haven and J. C. Whitman of 
San Mateo Park told the board they 
believed that the people in their dis- 
trict wanted th bond issue to cove 
only the necessary expenses. 

Trustee A. S. W. Grundy of San 
Bruno in addressing the meeting said 
that he believed swimming should be 
made part of the school curriculum 
and that the saving of one life would 
be worth paying for the finishing of 
the two pools. 

Breeze declared that it was not only 
the initial cost of finishing these two 
swimming tanks that are already 
three-fourth completed, but the cost 
of maintenance that caused him to be 
against the completion of them. 

The school budget for last year was 
$160,000 and there lias been an in- 
crease of 62 per cent in the high 
school population, and that very little 
more money can be raised by assess- 
ment for maintenance purposes. 

When the problem had resolved it- 
self to the necessity of actual figures 
for the improvements, the matter was 
put over until next meeting when fig- 
ures will be presented. 

Superintendent Frank Boren was

Explained by Expert 


(By Guy Wilfrid 
Planning lngineer.) 


Hayler, City 

(Mr. Hayler, who has been com- 
missioned to make a Zoning Plan for 
the City of Menlo Park explains the 
advantages of Zoning and the pro- 
tection given by orderly development 
on these lines.) 

Zoning is the term used for the 
formation of public regulations gov- 
erning the use of private heal estate 
or property. ‘This is done first. by 
making a study of the entire city and 
finding out what every piece of land 
and property is used for. From this 
nformation a may in colors is com: 
piled. This shows at a glance the 
arious types of uses thus:—Commer- 
cial, residential, industrial, public anJ 
semi-public and agricultural, with dif- 
ferent sub-divisions of particular use 
special character, This data is 
the basis upon which the City Plan- 
ners and the City authorities draft 
their regulations. he city is then 
divided up into several compact areas 
or zones in which all tuture buildings 
of a like kind must be erected. Public 
hearings are eld, the City Planning 
and the Citiy Council 
are guided throughout by the wishes 
of the citizens and no ordinance 
put into effect until these is a general 
concensus of approval that it is for 
the welfare of the city as awhole. z 

The last report of the Department 
of Commerce (Division of ~Building 
and Housing) stated that 553 cities,

jtowns and, villages had been zoned, 


Eighteen of these are in the San 
Francisco Bay region, six being in 
Mateo county. Every city liik- 
ing towards the best interests of its 
citizens has or is adopting this pro- 
tective measure for the future. 

Zoning is the greatest insurance 
policy a ciity can take out: In the 
residential district it ensures that the 
homes shall have safe, healthy and 
congenial surroundings away from 
the dust, noise, smoke or fumes of in- 
dustry and trade. In the commercial 
area it gives opportunity for har- 
monious development of shopping fa- 
cilities with other facilities which 
make for efficiency in distribution, 
transporation and warehousing. In 
the industrial district the demands of 
factories in location, transport, de- 
livery and public utilities are supplied 
to the maximum. These special ad- 
igvantages arising from the segrega- 
tion of property uses are further 
more increased by stablising real es- 
state values resulting from deprecia- 
tion caused by mixed up clas of 
buildings. 

Without Zoning, the city suffers in 
appearance because property owners 
hesitate to build witout some guaran- 
tee about surrounding property, It 
suffers because, as a result of this 
values and assessments are low and 
public money is less for city necessi- 
ties. The city therefore is poorer 
than it need be and looks untidy, 
scaring away the trader and resident 
alike. The citizen himself absolutely 
suffers individually because the vaule 
and use of his hoe may be decreased 
overnight and w 
may happen to scores of his neigh- 
bors. If he has a business in the 
town, the result on his trade will 
surely be fel. 

A Zoning plan will no disturb the 
present conditions of any trade or 
business or impose any new condit- 
ions upon them. It acknowledges 
their existence and says so long as 
you operate where you are and as 
you are, you shall not be disturbed. 
But if your property is situated in an 
area where your Lresent use is pro- 
hibited, you shall not make vital 
extensions of that use and is ase the 
building is destroyed by fire or its 
present use discontinued, the prop- 
erty use shall in future be the particu- 
lar use designated by the Zoning or- 
dinance. 

The whole purpose of Zoning is to 
encourage the erection of the right 
building in the right place. It protects 
the man who develops his property 
along proper lines against the man 
who develops his property aiong im- 
proper lines. Zoning means the sub- 
stitution of an economic, scientific, 
efficient, community program of city 
building for wasteful, inefficient, hap- 
hazard growth.

The prediction that there will be 
no favorable consideration given to 
projects for another San Mateo coun- 
ty span were based on the recent re- 
fusal of franchises to Albert Mans- 
field, attorney of Redwood City, and 
Colonel Frank E. Webb, both of 
whom asked for permission o bridge 
the bay at Candlestick Point. 

Both franchises were denied after 
delegations of San Francisco super- 
and Mayor James Rolph at- 
tended meetings of San Mateo coun- 
ty supervisors asking that no fran- 
-hise be granted here until action had 
been taken at Washington on the San 
francisco project. 

Congressman Welch - of San Fran- 
cisco, and Congressman Lea of 
Santa Rosa declared that they be- 
lieved favorable action would have 
been taken had they been willing to 
concede an amendment which would 
have removed the mandatory feature 
>f the section dealing with approval 
of the bridge plans by army engi- 
neers.

‘favorably by the Senate commttee on 


commerce, the chief of the army engi- 
neers is requred to approve the plans 
as submitted by the special San Fran- 
cisco bridge committee.

BRIDGE PLANS PRESSED 
BY FRANK E. WEBB 


Washington, May 21. — Formation 
of the San Francisco Bay Bridge 
Foundation designed “to protect in- 
terests of the public in the event of 
the construction of a bridge across 
the bay at Hunter’s Point,” was an- 
nounced in Wishington, D. C., yester- 
day by Frank Eldridge Webb of San 
Franciscoy At the same time, ac- 
cording to Associated Press dis- 
patches, Webb filed the agreement 
creating the foundation with the 
House Commerce Committee which 
has been considering thre proposals 
for construction of a bridge across 
the bay. Five trustees for the founda- 
ebb and his wife, 
Mrs. Elsa Reid Webb, San Francisco; 
Charles B. Johnson, Sacramento; Ed- 
ward K, Taylor, Alameda, and Frank 
Lowson, Washington. 

On January 7, Congressman Morin 
of Pennsylvania, chairman of the 
House Military Affairs Committee, 
introduced a bill giving the consent 
of Congress to Webb for a trans- 
bay bridge to be erected fro ma point 
south of Hunted’s Point and iust 
across the San Francisco boundary 
tc Alameda. The proposed site is 4 
miles south of the Welch-Johnson 
bill site, which would be from Rincon 
Hill to the south mole of the San 
Antonio estuary at Alameda. 

On January 9, the Board of Super- 
visors protested to Congress through 
Senator Hiram Johnson, against 
Webb’s proposed project on the 
ground that the Huiter’s Point route 
would not meet the vital needs of the 
bay community.
